"every man fur him.relt" Is no morefappitcable to * 
social system thnn lo a football team' or an army., 
The fundamental Idea ot Socialism is cooperation. 
The aocinlisl believes that- men should work together 
instead of In compelltion. lie has nothing against 
the prearlilnR nf Clirislimiily, but lie woiilil likn n 
chance to practice it also, ll mighl work, you know. 

Tho people should gel together and' elect a i;roup 
of leaders— to bo called a government. These lend 
ers should be concerned with the running of iHc 
country, (The Soci.ili.st I'onaidcr.s Ihat thn country 
consists o( more than criminals, armies, post offices, 
and halt tho railways.) 

Kveryone should do a share ot the work. Thai 
is the only limitation we want to put on you— if you 
want lo consume you must produce. 

The Socialist does not believe Ihat money can 
do work. Our netds and wants are produced by 
work. The workers are not paid with money, they 
receive the produce of someone else's labour in re- 
turn for their own. Therefore, anyone who Uvea by 
owning Is a parasite.

liecadonce and materialism. Socialism 
should .become the rcali'Mtion of the

.sceptic materialism (a.s is the case both 
in C(imniunl.sm and capitalism) should 
be tho primary motive power towards 
Ihat new passionate Idealism which we 
need, « 

It is natural that in the struggle to- 
wards the realization of this ideal, po- 
litical cnlightmcnt wllhin dctnociacy, 
not force and dictatorship, is tho only 
permissible method. As ono who ha.s 
been through the unhappy strugslcs of 
Ihe young Cierman P.cpublic between 
1018 and 10».^— tho primary icasou, 
next lo Ihe allies with IheIr ruthless 
Versailles Treaty, for Its downfall was 
loo tolerant democravy. PoilUca' 
groups such as Ihe Communists and 
Kaadsts wlio profcis ;» h.Hicii fcr de- 
mooraty .should niH l>c luisratcd >>o long 
as thoir aim Is its destruction, 

I hope 1 have put the Socialist at- 
lititde clear enough as far us such a 
greal prohlcm cm bo aqtiooi^od into a 
short space. 1 challenge all opponents 
of the above stalomenli. to allcmpl to 
correct my views and will bo ready to 
comply with them as long as they are 
within tho bounds of reason.
